Dear Harold, 

Thanks for your letter of Sept. 16. As you know, I was away on vacation 
all September. A very nice fesa break. 

You asked for the Suarez file. Here is it is; CD 301, pp. 280. You may 
recall that I thought it was a different Suarez (different middle initial, 
according to just one of the early press reports). Let me know if there is 
any reason to think it is the same guy. 

You asked which CD pages I have on Buchanan. I don’t have a file or a 
list, but I checked with Peter Scott and our mutual recollection comes up 
with CD 59, pp. 2-3; CD 810(CE 2951), and CD 1020, all 23 pp. 

Peter Scott has been quite interested in possible Watergate-Dallas 
links. (See his article in the November Ramparts.) I haven't checked lots 
of names through the Cuban Name Lists, but he has. Right now i he is interested 
in Peneque, who knew Quiroga on the one hand, and reportedly Sturgis on the 
other. He is interested in p®feiiskig publishing hk£slxhx another article soon. 

I still haven't gotten the recently released Archives material which I 
mentioned in my last letter. I will advise you when I do. 

I wonder if you have considered telling anyone about Ford's use of the 
Top Secret transcript of the Jan. 27, 1974 meeting in his book? Newsweek, 

Oct. 22, is the only place I have seen kies mention of Ford's serving on the 
WC. They indicated that he ajmost got in trouble with his Life article, as the 
WC's own publication deadline got pushed back; also, that he "apparently 
disobeyed Warren's orders by shipping commission transcripts to his ghostwriter 
for a book entitled "Portrait of an Assassin." ' (Sic-this was the original 
kxfcijfE title, as announced; a later corrected.) You may also recall that his 
Life article had some mass major factual discrepancies with the Report. As you 
know, I was turned down in my request for the Jan 27 transcript as a late 
as May 3, 1972, but have done nothing further with this, as you asked. 

Jack Andersor> or £ others, might be interested in Ford's technical violation 
of security, but since the transcript should never have been classified in the 
first place it might be hard to get excited about that. 

What are sa your views on the CTIA’s conference? I declined an invitation 
to be a panelist, because things sound disorganized enough}! that I don't want 
to commit^ myself to an expensive trip if things start to fall apart. I hope 
that I will fess be able to attend, though.
